COARSE FODDERS. 


To Make the Most of Them They Should 


Be Fed with the Richer Gruliw. 


It is true ths* neither men nor ani- 


mals can rotam peitecL health upon 
a too concentrated diet. The animal 
system needs a good deal of water to 
keep the parts in a healthful and com- 
fortable condition. 
Milk is seven- 


Eighths water, yet it is a perfect food. 
The water of the milk is not digested, 
but it greatly helps digestion. It not 
only fills up,but it lubricates the inter- 
nal organs and prevents injury from 
friction. 


The coarse material, 
the woody 


fiber of straw and the poorer fodders, 
however, has another use than merely 
to till or extend (lie stomacli or intes- 
tines of OLII cattle. Woody liber is di- 
gested, and consequently is food, as is 
the seed of the plants. 


Actual reeding experiments have 


shown that herbivorous animals can 
obtain sustenance from the twigs of 
trees, and even from saw-dust; and 
chemistry has explained the fact and 
taught us how it is done The chemists 
tell us that the wood liber can be 
changed into starch and then jnto 
sugar, both digestible. The ox can 
change fiber into starch and sugar with 
his digestive organs without the aid of 
the chemist. 


There are four principal substances 


in all foods'—the albuminoids, the car- 
bo-hydrates, the ash and the fats. Thp 
first are useful in making muscle, lean 
meat and milk; the second in supply- 
ing the body with its heat—it is the 
fuel of the system; the ash is largely 
lime and aids in building up the frame 
work, the bone; the fats yield fuel and 
are useful other ways. 


Some foods are uch in apart of these 


substance? and poor in others. A per- 
fect food has them all and in the right 
proportion, for the itmmals fed. The 
proportion not only may but should 
vary according to the charticler and 
age of the animals 
The young grow- 


ing calf needs a diderent food from 
tliat of an old or an idle ox. The roilcli 
cow requires adiB'erent food from the 
fattening steer. 


We have known farmers who fed 


their best English hay in winter to 
their oxen, while the cows had to take 
up with the dry, weather-beaten corn 
btover and swale hay. The cows in 
milk must have food that will make 
milk or they will go dry or grow poor. 
The idle ox may be fed upon the coarse 
fodders containing much woody mate- 
rial without losing flesh, for idleness 
docs not not use up flesh, and the ox 
needs little but the heat producing sub- 
ttance. 


Mr. Stewart, in his work on cattle 


feeding, calculates that oxen when idle 
may be well sustained upon food that 
contains but one pound of albuminoids 
or flesh formers to twelve pounds of 
carbohydrates or heat producers, while 
the cow in milk would need one pound 
of albuminoids to each rive and a half 
xmnds of heat-producing food. 


The best of pasture grass or early 


cut mixed upland hay represents a per- 
fect feed for milch cows and growing 
cattle. Good hay that is a lilUe riper 
represents a perfect food for an ox or 
dorse that 
is moderately worked. 


These foods contain the tlesh and the 
5re, so to speak, in the right propor- 
:ion. 


The lesson we should learn from 


these facts is that we should so feed 
our various animals that there shj.ll he 
neither lack of the needed substances 
nor any excess of either to Vie wasted. 
If we give a coarse, poor hay or straw 
only, evfn if fed these in large quanti- 
ties, they can not be well sustaimcl 
without eating an excess ot one sub- 
stance to get enough of the other, and 
this excess is a waste, a dead lots so 
far as the animals are concerned. 
If 


we give o^er-nch food as clear grain, 
the, waste is still greater, because such 
food is more costly. 


Farmers make a great mistake who 


look upon (be coarse fodders of the 
farm as mere "tilling." They should 
save the swale grasses, the grain straw 
and HIP porn stover almost a> a le- 
ligions duty, for to needlessly waste 13 
wicked always. 


To make the most of our coarse fod- 


ders they must be fed with the richer 
grains, or n ith the rich refuse mate- 
rials, as meal from the oil mills or corn 
,ugar manufactories 
We may also 


feed them to our klle learns in winter 
with economy and real advantage to 
the animals. 


A horse standing idle through the 


winter will come out in better health 
in the spring if iod on a large propor- 
tion ot coarse feed than if given an ex- 
cess ot gram —Ar. Y. Herald,

Distinguished Vialtora—The Nation's 


Tribute to the Dead Paid Through 


Ita Representative Men. 


NEW YOEK. Nov. 22.—The funeral of isx- 


Presldent Chester A. Arthur took place 
to-day with ceremonies of the most ex- 
tremely simple nature. 
Excepting the 


crowds that blocked the streets in the 
vicinity of the family residence and along 
the route to the church, there was little to 
indicate that a man who had been at the 
head of the Nation was being laid away in 
his Unal resting place. -Last evening 
the coffin that contained the remains 
was closed after the members of the 
family 
had 
taken 
their last 
look. 


It had been the purpose of the family to 
adorn the casket with a single wreath, as 
a tribute of affection, but a tribute was re- 
cei\«ed from President Cleveland, and that, 
together with a cross of laurel, a floral 
pillow inscribed "Requiescat in pace," 
and some palm leaves were placed about 
aud on the coffin. The body had been at- 
tired in black. The face was placid, but 
wailed. 


At an early hour this morning squads of 


policemen bogan to arrive in the vicinity 
of the Lexington avenue mansion, and to 
stretch themselves along the route to keep 
the way clear. 


A few minutes after eight o'clock Presi- 


dent Cleveland was driven up to the door, 
accompanied by Secretaries Bayard, Whit- 
ney, 1.lunar and Postmaster-General Vilas. 
They alighted and entered the parlor, but 
were unable to view the remains. 


The parlor was soon tilled with eminent 


people, who came to do reverence to the 
memory of the dead. 


At 8:!iO a. m. the casket was taken from 


•its stand and conveyed down stairs to the 
hearse. As the comn was carried down 
tho flight of stairs leading to^ the front 
hall, the pall-bearers walked down the 
steps to the street, and proceeded to car- 
riages that were standing ahead of tho 
hearse. They walked two abreast and 
were lead by President Arthur's Secre 
tary, Walter Q. Gresham and RobL T. Lin- 
coln. The others were ex-Secreturies W. E. 
Chandler and Benjamin H. Brewster; ex 
First Assistant Postmaster-General Frank 
Hatton; General Philip U. Sheridan, and 
General George H. Sbarpe; Dr. Cornelius 
R. Agnew, and Cornelius N. Bliss, Cornel- 
ius Vanderbilt, Robert G. Dun and Charles 
L Tiffany. All wore scarfs of black and 
white extending over the shoulder and 
down to the waist. 


After the casket had been placed in the 


hearse the chief mourners came. In the 
first carriage were young Chester A. Ar- 
thur and his sister Nellie, followed by Mrs. 
McElroy, General Arthur's sister, with an 
escort, and after her came Mrs. Carr and 
Mrs. Hayneswerth, also sisters of the de- 
ceased. All were escorted down the steps 
by ex-Marshal McMichael, who had charge 
of the arrangements. 
<~ 


Aftar the hearse had moved oft a few 


pace*, President Cleveland took his place 
in the carriage a few paces behind it. He 
was accompanied by Postmaster-General 
Vilas, and Secretaries Bayard and Whit- 
ney followed. Secretary Lamar and Gen- 
eral W. T. Sherman came next. Chief 
Justice Morrison R. Waite and Justices 
Harlau and Blachford took seats in the 
next carriage, and Senators Edmunds, 
Logan and Evarts followed. 
Senators 


Hawloy and Gorman were next in line, and 
after them was Governor Hill. In other 
other carriages were Surrogate Rollins, 
President Arthur's law partner Knevals, 
Blihu Root, Wm. Dowd, Horace Russell 
and a few others. 


The procession moved up Lexington 


•venue and at Thirty-fourth street turned 
Madison avenue, which it entered and pro- 
ceeded to Forty-seventh street, and thence 
to Fifth avenue and the church of the 
Heavenly Rest on Fifth avenue near Forty- 
fifth street. 


Throughout the entire route people were 


massed in countless numbers. 


None but those who held cards were ad- 


mitted to the church, 


The soldiers and sailors who were to es- 


cort the body from the church to the rail- 
road station were ranged along the west 
side of the avenue from Forty-seventh to 
Forty-fifth streets. They stood in position 
of salute as the hearse was driven by 
them, and their bright uniforms of blue 
and red presented an imposing appear- 
ance. 


When the hearse drew up in front of the 


church the pall-bearers 
alighted and 


marched, as before, ahead of the caaket as 
it was carried up the low steps of the 
church to the entrance. 


Seldom has there been such a distin- 


guished congregation as was assembled 
within the sacred edifice. The church it- 
self was most tastefully draped with black 
and purple cloth, while the portico of the 
edifice which fronts on Fifth avenue was 
hung with two American flags knotted 
with crape. The door posts of the vesti- 
bule were entwined with folds of black 
cloth. 


The casket was met at the door by the 


surpliced choir and clergyman singing the 
processional hymn, "Asleep in Jesus." 


The casket was covered with heavy 


black cloth on which rested two palm 
branches and a simple wreath of roaes. 
The pall-bearers followed immediately 
after. 


The casket was placed upon catafalque 


in front of the altar near which stood a 
palm tree surrounded by a bank of roses 
and lilies. 


Following the pall-bearers came the 


mourners; then intimate friends and next 
the Presidential party. 
This included 


President Cleveland, who came in with 
ex-President Rutherford B. Hayes. The 
President and ex-President attracted great 
attention as they walked down the aisle, 
side by side, and were shown to a pew di- 
rectly in the rear of those reserved for the 
family. 
The President 
was followed 


by members of 
his Cabinet, 
judges 


of the Supreme bench, the Senatorial 
committee consisting of Messrs. Edmunds, 
Logan, Allison, Butler, Cameron, Voor- 
hees, Miller, Vest, Gorman, Hawley and 
Jones; the Congressional delegation com- 
prising Messrs. Hewitt, Hiscock, Ermen- 
trout, Kelly, Springer, Hill, Reed, Wei- 
born, Fhelps, Matson, Long, Wilkius and 
Beard. 


These delegations were dressed in black 


and wore broad white sashes. The army

The church seats 840 people, and was 


filled to overflowing. 


Among the distinguished persons pres- 


ent were James G. Elaine, (who entered 
the church just before the service com- 
menced, and was given a seat about ten 
pews back of President Cleveland), Henry 
Ward Beecher, Roscoe Conkling, General 
B. F. Butler; Theodore Roustan, French 
M inister; Senor Romero.Meiican Minister; 
William Waldorf Astor, Tho*. L. Jamos, 
Alonzo Taft, ex-Mlnister to Russia; John 
Jacob Astor, Governor Hill and staff. 
Henry Bergh, Hamilton FSsk, Mayor Beck- 
er of Buffalo, Chauncej Depew, Ley! P. 
Morton, Whitelaw Beid, Edward Pierre- 
pent, Pierrepont Morgan and a hundred 
others more or less prominent. 


The services were conducted by Rev. Dr. 


D. Parker Morgan, rector of the church; 
Rev. E. W. Babcoek, his assistant; Rev. 
Dr. W. A. Leonard, of St. John'i Church, 
Washington, and Rev. Dr. George Raines- 
ford, of St. George's Church. Rev. Dr. 
Leonard opened services by reading from 
the fifteenth chapter of the First Epistle of 
Paul to the Corinthians. The choir then 
sang the anthem: "Let Me Know My 
End." 


After the reading of the hymn, "Nearer 


My Go* to Thee," it was sung by the 
choir, and was followed by tiie authem 
Heard a Voice from Heaven" and the 
hymn "Thou art Weary." 


Rev. Dr. Morgan read the burial service, 


and the exercises closed by the singing of 
the recessional hymn "Abide writ Me." 


The coffin was then lifted from the cata- 


falque, and was followed by the pali- 
bearers, mourners, Congressional and 
army and navy delegations to the hearse iu 
waiting. 
The funeral escort of soldiers 


aud sailors at ouce fell into line, and the 
baud played the funeral dirge while the 
coffin was born from the church to the 
hearse. The procession from the church to 
the GranS Central depot then started. 


After the funeral services were over 


great excitement was caused by the fact 
that a man shabbily dressed was trying to 
reach ths President's carriage. He was 
intercepted by a reporter who sat on the 
carriage box with the driver, and proved 
to be Nathan Shuler, of Rondout, N. Y., the. 
same man who was arrested at the Albany 
bi-centennial for an alleged attempt upon 
the President's life. He told the reporter 
that he must see the President to tell him 
that he had no intention to injure him. The 
attention of the police was drawn to the 
crank, who made several attempts to rea ot 
Mr. Cleveland as he sat in the carriage. 
Shuler was nearly reached by a detective, 
when he took to his heels and was soon 
lost in the crowd. When the fact became 
known it caused great excitement. 


When the procession reached the depot 


the casket was removed from the hearse 
and transferred to the funeral car. The 
funeral train consisted of the funeral car, 
Vanderbilt's palace car, a drawing-room 
car and a coach—four cars. 


At ton minutes past ten o'clock the train 


started for Albany, where the remains 
will be interred. 


The Day at the Capital. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 33.—In accordance 


with thwPresident's order, the Executive 
Departments are all closed to-day. Em- 
blems of mourning were profusely ex- 
hibited at all of the public buildings, and 
on hotels and other buildings of a seini 
public character, flags were displayed at 
half-mast as a token of respect 
for 


the memory of the dead ex-President. 
A salute of thirteen guns was fimt 
at the navy yard at daybreak, and a soli- 
tary cannon boomed at intervals of half an 
hour throughout the day. At the navy 
yard and barracks the men paraded anil 
the Presidential proclamation woe read to 
them,;after which they were excused from 
active duty for the remainder of the day. 


Arrival of the Funeral Train at Albany 


ALBAHTT, N. Y., Nov. 23.—The funeral 


train, consisting of the combination car 
"Woodlawn," the President's car, the 
drawing-room cars "New 
York" and 


"Aroostook" and a smoking car, rolled 
into the station here at 1:13 p. m. The run 
from New York was made in the remark- 
able time of three hours and twelve min- 
utes. Owing to a misunderstanding as to 
the time of arrival, only a small crowd 
had assembled. They squeezed through 
the entrance gates and gathered about the 
oar containing the ex-President's body. 


But little time was lost. As soon as the 


train came to a standstill, Bishop Doane, 
Mayor Thacher and ex-Mayor Banks got 
aboard. They were allowed to pass the 
casket, which was guarded by four sol- 
diers. A fresh engine was attached to the 
train, and at 1:28 p. m. the special started 
for the cemetery. 


Many people had intended to go to the 


cemetery and witness the interment, but 
were misled by statements as to the ar- 
rival of the train and were left. 
The 


Grant Club left for the cemetery at 1:15 
p. m, by special train. The Common Coun 
oil were to accompany them, but were too 
late, and had to stay at home. 


In the front compartment of the combi- 


nation car of the funeral train were a de- 
tachment of marines and infantry in charge 
of tho body. The President's car was oc- 
cupied by the 
pall-bearers, the "New 


York" by mourners and relatives and the 
"Aroostook" by distinguished friends. 


AT TEE OBMBTBRY. 


At 1:50 p. m. the funeral train drew up 


at the cemetery. Simplicity marked every 
feature of the ceremony. The pall-bearers 
took up their positions on both sides of the 
road. The guard of honor, consisting of a 
detachment of four men and a Lieutenant 
of the Fifth United States infantry from 
Governor's ieland, and a Lieutenant and 
four sailors 
from 
the United States 


steamer Vermont, formed beside the car 
door, and the plain cloth-covered casket 
was drawn forth and placed within the 
hearse. 
The pall-bearers entered thoii 


carriages. 


The procession formed with a squad ol 


police under Sergeant Geelan of the First 
Precinct at the head of the pall-bearers, 
followed by the hearse; then the mourn- 
ers' carriages. In the first were seated 
Chester A. Arthur, Jr., and his sister, 
Miss Nellie, with Mr. and Mrs. John E. 
McElroy. By the lime the procession be 
ganjts march to the grave scarcely live 
hundred people were in the grounds. 


AT THE GRAVi: 


the utmost care had beon taken to conceal 
the upturned earth. The grave was lined 
with hemloc-k and spruce boughs, while 
over the bank oi' earth wore stre 
eireen boughs and many itoral tributes, 
among which were a large unrolled scroll 
of 
roses 
and 
immortelles, having iu 


purple the word "finis" and a hand and a 
quill which was sent by the Japanese min- 
ister at Washington. A pillow with "Old 
Guard" m purple flowers; an ivy cross on 
a base of white roses, bearing the inscrip- 
tion, "Requiescat in Pare," and several 
wreaths of various colors. The carriages 
reached the grave at'2:10 p. m. and their

As Bishop Doane reached the solemn

His sister by his side bore up with surpris- 
ing fortitude until the final amen having 
been said, and the attendants cast the first 
shovelful of earth into the grave, when 
she turned away and burst into tears.

After giving a brief bio- 
graphical sketch of the deceased Rev. 
Stevens delivered on elcquent address to 
the living on the immortality of the soul, 
enlarging upon the thought that death is 
not the end—it is but the beginning ot 
life eternal. At the close the minister 
offered a prayer, when the friends present 
were given a lest opportunity to look 
upon the face of the deceased. It ap- 
peared as natural as life. The casket 
was borne to the waiting hearse by the 
pall-bearers.

The Decatar lecture Conne. 


The first eutertaiamrmt of the Deoalttr 


Lecture Course was given at the open 
house last night iri the presence ot a 
large audience, d'jepite the inclement 
state of the weather. The attraction WAR 
Mrs. Mary A. Livermore, one of the most 
popular and talented lady lecturers now 
before the public. She is no stranger in 
Decatur, having appeared here three win- 
ters ago, giving her lecture on "Our 
Boys." She was presented to the audi- 
ence by Mr. H. P. Page, who also an- 
nounced ths engagement of the Gilmore 
band for December 4th. 
Mrs. Liver- 


more, who is a motherly-looking woman 
well along in life, was greeted by ap- 
plause, and at once she began her practi- 
cal talk on the subject, "What Shall We 
Do with Our Daughters?" She prefaced 
the presentatiou of practical points on 
the proper training of young girls, by an 
allusion to the condition of woman in all 
ague and their advancement in the social 
and busmeee world as the years go by. 
First, Mrs. Livermore would have the 
young girls properly trained physically 
until they are 21; she would oast aside 
the corset, and while on the subject ot 
corsets she clearly demonstrated that 
they are wofully injurious and tend 
largely to deform the female form. She 
urged that all mothers who care for the 
health ot their daughters should refuse 
to allow one to ba worn until the form 
had fully developed. The custom ot 
wearing four to six pounds of skirts rest- 
ing on the hips was also denounced, and 
a change wao suggested looking to health 
and comfort by fastrning the skirts to 
waists by means of buttons, so that the 
weight might be equally distributed on 
the shoulders and ohest. The UBB of 
the abominable boottees or fancy shoes of 
the present day were ridiculed, and it 
was recommended that sensible shoes, 
with wide toes, soles and heels in the 
right place be adopted. The lecturer de- 
voted some time in an argument that 
the girls, after receiving the education 
that the excellent school system this 
country affords them, should be given a 
business training. Let them learn some 
profession or adopt some occupation, 
which in onse of a misfortune or adverse 
circumstances will make them independ- 
ent and give them a means ot livelihood. 
Mrs. Livermore lecited her observations 
while at the Centennial, describing arti- 
cles made by women, and alao in making 
an illustration detailed her experience 
at Pittsburgh Landing, where WBB fought 
the bloody battle of Shiloh. The lec- 
turer claimed that the attack there made 
by Beureguard was a surprise on the 
Union forces, and that the raw recruits, 
many of them without guns, were cut 
down like grass the first day; and she 
declared that but for the arrival ot well- 
disciplined men with arms, the Federal 
army would have been swept into the 
Tennessee river. Gen. Grant in hie me- 
moira does not hold to that opinion 
He 


states the Union forces had practically 
won the battle on the evening of the first 
day, and furthermore that there was no 
surprise except in this respect, that such 
an important battle was not expected at 
that time. The presence of the enemy 
was known, and preparations were made 
accordingly. 
The lecture throughout 


was a very interesting and valuable one 
and was warmly applauded.

and Finally Bullt-A Talk About Do- 
mestic Architecture-Hints to Home 
BnlUlers-Aii Architect's Opinion!.

INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 23,-It is frequently 


said of those who would build that their,ideas 
are larger than their pocketbooks. It is ner- 
tainly not discreditable to any one that his 
ideas should be larger than his immediate re- 
sources Such a condition causes the enlarge- 
ment of the individual and his pocketbqok at 
the same time. Thus it is a good thing ten- 
one's ideas to be larger than his pooketbook 
Tho man who savs tlmt ne wttnta I3!00 
worth of house does not get as much for his 
money as he who in effect says: "I.want 
18,000 worth of house for $2,000." The latter 
is 'an ambitious man; the former has only » 
little ambition. He merely wants a house. 
Fortunately, however, there are few such 
people. 
More often than otherwise It happens that 


u man and his wife who have worked, hard 
for several years get enough money together 
to build a home, and it is possible that this 
home has been talked about for several years 
previous to their building. In fact thej! have 
been educating themselves in house building. 
They have acquainted themselves with all of 
tho modem conveniences. They have studied 
porches, vestibules, halls and stairways. iThey 
know how many rooms they want on the 
first lloor and tho bedrooms that they will 
havuuuovo. At flrst this house presents it- 
self in u very crude form, but in the course 
of time tho plan shows itself more clearly to 
them. They begin to place the furniture in 
the imaginary rooms, and as they do this 
their ideas enlarge. They add at first inches 
and then feet to the sUo of the various rooms. 
At flrst their ideas of e, kitchen were .quite 
moderate; in tune a sink begins to assume 
certain vague outlines, then it takes definite 
form on one side of the room; then a pump is 
placed beside it. Afterwards tbe wife says: 
"How 
nice it would be if we could only have 


a hot water faucet over the sink." At lint 
they shako their heads and say that it would 
cost too much, but in the course of a tew 
evening1 talk on this and kindred subjects 
they come to the conclusion that if the hot 
water arrangements do not cost too much 
they will have them, and that as "things" 
ore so much cheaper than they used to be 
they certainly ought to get all of these for 
about what they originally expected to pay 
for tho house. Their ideas have been of slow

In each of 
these chambers there is abundant space for 
the usual bedroom furniture, viz., a bed, 
dresser, washstand and chairs. In these 
rooms there are closets, and at the end ot the 
hall there is a store closet for bedding, etc. 


The servants' room, as shown, is over the 


kitchen, as is also the bath room. , it may be 
noticed that the fixtures in the bath room- 
that is, the bath tub and closet—are directly 
over the sink below, so that the pipes may 
have the most direct and the shortest, runs 
possible, which is not only economical, but is 
safe'from flooding in case of- accident. ] The 
tank in'the attic which contains the soft or 
cistern water is directly over ,the tub, and the 
laundry sink in the cellar is directly under 
the kitchen sink. Thus it is that from cellar 
to attic all the plumbing fixtures' are in line, 
and the pipes are all exactly vertical, except- 
ing whore it is desirable to take afehort 
branch to connect with the fixtures. Having 
the bath room slightly separated, as it is, 
from the main hall, it is sate- from a sanitary 
point of view than if it opened directly into 
the main halL There is a closet for soiled 
linen next to the bath room, which is accessi- 
ble either trom it or from the short 'halUead- 
iriK to it. 
;

shown. The attic is floored, but is otherwise 
unfinished, It fpund desirable, one or taore

A COMFORTABLE HOUSlt. 


During (vll of tho winter months previous to 


tho time whim they would build iu the spring 
many sketches nru inudo in u laborious way 
ol' thu IUx>i pUtus of tbe house timt is to be. 
Finally lliu net result u, handed to a builder 
or (in nivuitei't, niuro frcqnuiitty the formui1, 
ua most houses are built without professional 
services. The figures from the builder come 
in and am very much higher thun was ex- 
pected. 
It is quite a shock, for certainly 


there is nothing there that they can well do 
without; everything has been thought of so 
much. Nothing that Uieir house contains ap- 
penra to them to be loss than a matter of 
necessity. Othor builders are asked to figure 
•with results little more satisfactory. In the end 
tlioro must be a compromise. The builder 
and thu owner both yield, and as a result a 
very satisfactory house is built. There are 
littlo things which they would have dif- 
ferent, but in the nmm the house is satis- 
factory. 


This is tho universal experience and the 


effect upon tho domestic architecture of this 
country has been very pronounced. We can 
now got a better house for a given sum of 
money than ever before. Better not only as 
to general construction but as well on 
on account of the external appearance and 
the convenience of its internal arrangements. 
Ono may got more of what are regarded as 
tho little convoniencios which mean so much 
to the housekeeper. This is not altogether 
the result of the lower prices of material and 
labor which go to make a house, but is as 
well on account of the skill which has been 
developed in planning and arranging, build- 
ings with reference to economy of space and 
costot general construction. The planning 
of houses lias undergone a revolution within 
a f ow yeai a past, and instead of having the 
long narrow halls at thu Bide and in the mid- 
dle of tho house, and the long halls and nar- 
row passages through the upper floors, all of 
which was ugly 
and 
inconvenient, we 


now have the same area thrown in a 
large, square hall, so as to be available 
as a room with a stairway at one side im- 
mediately adjacent to it. It may be known 
that chimney stacks ore quite expensive. 
For this reason an effort has been made to 
group them so that one may be made to 
answer for a number of rooms, and the suc- 
cess with which efforts in this direction has 
been attended hLS been wonderful indeed. The 
modern floor plan is altogether different from 
that of the past; it is more convenient and 
loss expensive to build, and, as I said before, 
this is largclj the result of the controversy 
between the owner, who has ideas larger than 
his pocket book, and 
the architect or 


builder, who exercises bis ingenuity to bring 
the ideas and the money together. 


Tho floor plans here given are of an eight 


room house and are fairly representative of 
the ideas above expressed. 
The general 


form, it will be seen, is square. It is a two 
story house with reception hall, parlor, 
dining room, kitchen, china closet, pantry 
and btair hall on the flrst floor There are 
three chambers, the servants' bed room, the 
bath room and a communicating hall on the 
second floor. The flrst floor ie 10 feet 6 
inches high and the second 'J feet 0 inches. 
From the second floor there is a stairway 
going to the attic which is large and roomy 
and which may have various uses. 
The 


cellar is 7 feet high, and is well lighted by 
having the joist set well up from the grade 
line. 
There may be a laundry here, and 


separated from it by a door wo may have a 
coal cellar and a furnace room. As we ap- 
proach the house there is flrst, a broad 
porch of about 8 feet in width and 14 feet in 
length. At a slight additional expense, say 
$50 to $GU, this porch might be extended 
across tho entire front. Before reaching the 
front door there is a small vestibule arranged 
with or without storm doors, u may b* 


Prom this room the outlines of tha stair 


hall and tbe stairway are visible or not, ac- 
cording to the arrangement ol the portieres. 
There is a side entrance into this hall and 
from it one may go into -the kitchen by pass- 
ing through two doors. It is a good princi- 
ple In planning a house to always have two 
doora between the kitchen and any other 
port of the house. One door could as well be 
used in1 this instance, but a second one is 
added to make the isolation more complete. 
This prevents tbe amell of tha cooking and 
the noises of the kitchen from reaching the 
living, part of the house. Thus we accom- 
plish in a very inexpensive way what is ac- 
complished iu more pretentious houses in a 
very roundabout way by means of long 
halls. 
In the plan here given »$ may be 


noticed that there are cellar stairs passing 
under the main stairway in the hall. 


Tbe dining room may be entered either 


from the front parlor or from the stair hall. 
In each cose doors are usSd. It is always 
'desirable to have a dining room so arranged 
that it may be closed from the other part of 
the house. 


There is a grate in each of the three princi- 


pal rooms, the hall, the parlor and tbe dining 
room, and all communicate with a single 
stack. This is much more economical than 
having three distinct stacks which are so fre- 
quently used for accomplishing the some rfr- 
suit. The only other chimney stack is in the 
kitchen. The two answer every purpose. 


Tho outside corners of tbe dining room are 


cut off at an angle of forty-five degrees so 
that'the end of the dining room presents the 
form of a large bay window. In the middle 
space at this end may be placed tho sideboard, 
in which event a window will be placed over 
it; that is, well toward the ceiling. The 
dining room communicates with the kitchen 
through a large pantrv eight feet square, 
or through a alide in the bock of the china 
closet. 
The kitchen, is the workshop of the house, 


and like any other workshop could be ar- 
ranged with reference to saving labor, steps 
and time. It should be pleaaant as well as 
convenient. In this kitchen there are brood 
windows on the two sidea and a door leading 
Into the back yard. The windows should be 
placed high enough from the floor to admit 
of a table being placed under them, The 
stove or range is placed near one of these 
windows. It is a mistaken notion that the 
kitchen stove should always be placed in im- 
mediate connection with the kitchen flue. 
The flue and the wall space adjacent to it are 
much more valuable for other purposes than 
for range space, as it may be used for the 
rink, work tables, drain board and dry 
board, thus placing the pipe duct in which all 
of the pipes of the plumbing apparatus pass 
to the bath room and the soft water tank 
above next to the flue. The pipe duct, -which 
Is made of boards, eerves a double purpose. 
It ventilates the kitchen, and, because of the 
air passing through It, prevents the pipes 
from freezing. Being placed as it is, next 
the kitchen flue, it will always be warm.

CO-OPERATION. 


Revived Interest In This Plan of Solv- 


ing tbe Labor Question. 


CSpecial oorreseonaence.1 


Niw YOK.K, Nov. 22.—Everybody agrees 


that the largest problem of modern times and 
civilization is the labor question. Many peo- 
ple hold that its solution, though not likely 
to be rapid, may be rendered certain by co- 
operation. A co-operation congress was last 
month held in Milan, Italy, and the detailed 
reports of the great meeting, lately publbhed, 
have served to revive the somewhat waning 
interest in co-operation here. 
Indeed it' 


would not bo surprising if divers co-operative 
enterprises were organized before spring as 
the result of this revival, though people have 
not yet forgotten the ill fortune that befell 
Kate Field's big co-operative scheme in • New 
York not so very long ago. 


I was talking the other day with an ardent 


supporter of the theory that co-operation will 
finally prove to be a panacea for all our woes, 
and I cited the failure alluded to as a reason 
why people might object to putting their 
money up in further experiments in that 
direction. 


"The 
trouble with co-operation here," he IB 


replied, "has been that we have begun our en- 
terprises of that sort on too grand a scale. 
The same trouble obtains in Italy/though co- 
operation has advanced further there' than 
here. In England, where the principle has 
had the fairest trial and achieved the great- 
est results, co-operation commenced on a 
modest and minute scale, twelve workmen 
setting aside their small savings until they 
reached the sum of £20, then taking a room 
in Toad lane, buying and selling their own 
goods, the purchasers at first taking them 
home themselves. 


"But it is not to co-operative stores that we 


look for the greatest good, but to co-opera- 
tive manufactories. George Jacob Holyoake, 
the veteran co-operator, who was present at 
the Milan congress, said that the English co- 
operative 'magazines,' while producing excel- 
lent results, were nothing in comparison with 
the co-operative workshops, which, he admit- 
ted, however, demanded greater patience, 
faith and capacity. 'Their object,' he went 
on, 'is to emancipate worker* from employ- 
ers and middlemen by enabling them to be- 
come their own employers, equal among 
themselves and receiving equal profits. As 
Individuals, we all belong to different relig- 
ious and political societies, but as co-opera- 
tors we maintain strict neutrality. We have 
succeeded in an unhoped for degree1 in im- 
porting morality to commerce, prosperity to 
industry; and every day increases the convic- 
tion in each that only the welfare of all can 
place the social organization on a solid 
basis.'" 
The grand result of the congress at. Milan 


was the appointment of a committeelof fif- 
teen to promote the federation of all the co- 
operative organizations in Italy and 'to dis- 
seminate the principles of 
co-operation 


throughout that country. We may be sure 
that its admirers this side of the ocean will 
watch its growth there.

The arrangement of the sink, tables, etc., 


is worthy of mention. It will be noticed that 
the slide from the dining room is Immediately 
on the right side of the tables and sink. In 
removing the dishes bom the dining table, 
which would be done by means of a tray car- 
ried through the pantry or passed through 
the slide, they would be placed on the table 
at the right of the sink. 
They are then 


washed on tbe sink, nest plaoed;on the drain 
board at the right and finally wiped and 
placed on a tray on the dry board, which la 
next to the dining room slide. Thus the 
handling of the dishes is natural and without 
waste of labor. They find their way back ' - 
the china closet in the course of their being 
washed and wiped. 
The pantry which is really a part of the house- 
hold workshop, is a part of the kitchen. In it 
should be found a large fly safe, a place for a 
refrigerator with a drain to the outside and 
window through which tte ice may be put, 
• pastry board provided with a piece of slate 
or marble and with awindow Immediately 
over it, and within convenient distance there- 
from a flour bin. There should also be shelves 
and drawers for holding the family stores, 
etc. The details of a pantry may be carried 
out in a manner more or less elaborate, 
though the general features will always re- 
main the same.
